CURTISS-REYNOLDS AIRPORT, 
CHICAGO, Sept. 1—(P)—-The 1930 
national air races wound up tonight 
with a crash fatal to a famous pilot, 
a claimed altitude record and the fast- 
est speed ever attained at a meet of 
its kind.

The classic of the competitions— 
the 100-mile Thompson trophy race— 
brought victory to Charles “Speed” 
Holman, of Minneapolis. 

Holman had only James Haizlip, of 
St. Louis, to contend with in the 
race after Page's crash, for Captain 
Frank Hawks, iolder of the trans- 


continental speed records, dropped 
out with motor trouble in the fifth 
lap. He started the favorite. 
The speed of the winner—201.91 
miles an hour—was the greatest ever 
attained in a national air race event. 
Haizlip averaged 199.80 miles an hour 
for second place, and Ben O. Howard, 
of St. Louis, who never expected to 
have a chance with his tiny little 
plane of low power, took third place 
with an average speed of 162.80 miles. 
The race was the seventh in which 


won five. 

Captain Wilfred G. Moore, of Kan- 
sas City, went aloft shortly before the 
Thompson xecé ip-hisstry for the alti- 
tude record with one passetiger. He 
came back down an hour and a half 
later with an altimeter reading some- 
thing over 28,000 feet—sufficient for 
a world’s record if his barograph cor- 
roborates the altimeter when it is 
tested by the bureau of standards. 

With him all wrapped up in fur, 
went Miss Alice Campbell, of Evan- 
ston, Ills., making the trip by vir- 
tue of a popularity contest. The 
present altitude record for a flight of 
the kind is held by Germany at 24,- 
672 feet. Captain Moore flew an in- 
land sport plane with Warner power. 

Besides the trophy donated by 
Charles E. Thompson, Cleveland man- 
ufacturer, Holman won $5,000 in the 
big speed event, Haizlip received $3,- 
000, and Howard, $2,000. 

With the many other winners of 
the 10-day meet they were lined up 
in the evening for the presentations.

PARIS, Sept. 2.—(Tuesday.) 
(?)—The air ministry announced 
this morning that Captain Dieu- 
donne Coste had given the posi- 
tion of his plane, The Question 
Mark, to the wireless operator 
aboard the steamer Jacques Car- 
tier at 4 A. M. G. M. T. (11 
p. m. Monday E. 8S. T.) about 
1,725 miles east of New York. 

The position given indicated a 
sharp southward turn to the 
plane’s course which within a few 
hours placed it far to the south of 
the usual course off the New- 
foundland coast, and set it al- 
most due east of N.w York. It 
was presumed the change was to 
obtain better weather conditions. 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., Sept. 1.—(UN) 
Radio reports picked up at sea and 
at stations all along the Atlantic sea- 
board placed the French biplane Ques- 
tion Mark more than half way across 
the Atlantic stage of its Paris-New 
York flight tonight, with fair weather 
in its path. 

Its radio crackling steadily but 
erratically, the French plane seemed 
racing at astonishing speed toward its 
goal, 

Where other westward bound planes 
fought terrif'> headwinds, or dropped 
into the sea~to be lost, *Dieudonné 
Coste and Maurice Bellonte, the great 
French fliers, were computed to be 
making more than 100 miles an hour. 

They left Le Bourget field, outside 
Paris, at 4:45 a. m., E. 8S. T., today. 
They passed the Irish coast at 10 a. m. 
At 6 p. m., E. 8. T., their pesition 
was given as 1,000 miles out at sea, 
with but 975 miles of the Atlantic be- 
tween them and Newfoundland. From 
Newfoundland they would have an- 
other stage of 1,000 miles to Curtiss 
airport, New York, their destination. 
‘ Crossed South Atlantic. ; 

When the red Breguet biplane left 
Le Bourget, Coste, veteran of a south 
Atlantic crossing and holder of the 
world distance record, predicted in- 
souciantly, that he would make New 
York in 40 hours. He calculated the 
3,840 miles. Bellonte, 
placed the flying 
time as probably ‘52 hours. On the 
basis of the purported speed up to to- 
night, Coste’s prediction seemed well 
within the mark of possibility pro- 
vided all continued to go well. 

It was not believed that the plane 
-could meet with suck ideal conditions 
all the way, though even a material 
slowing of speed would leave a chance 
for the plane ‘» reach New York late 
Tuesday.

importance. I want to reiterate that 
I am not attempting to dictate to 
this council what it should do, but 
merely explaining my own feelings.” 

Councilman John A. White, of the 
fourth ward, appealed for the appro- 
priation, explaining that it “is of the 
utmost importance.”

Washington Counsel Needed. 


_ “When one has a lawsuit of this 
importance in another city, it is high- 
ly important to retain counsel there.

When 
the state legislature passed the bill 
creating the city of Atlanta and desig- 
nating this the borough of Atlanta, 
this matter was settled.

“It is hardly up to us to rescind 
the legal action of the Georgia legis- 
lature. I want to reiterate that the 
states are the only soverign bodies 
of this nation, and the United States 
‘government has only such authority 
as the states delegate to it. The Geor- 
gia legislature was within its rights 
in establishing the municipality of 
Atlanta, unless it was against the 
constitution of the United States. It 
is not, and therefore, I contend that 
the action of the legislature bearing 
the concurrence of the governor is 
final and is the law. 


Importance stressed. 


“This matter affects every man, | 
woman and child in Atlanta. It is of 
prime importance, just as it is to 
Louisville, Houston and Birmingham. 

“If Atlanta backs down from this 
fight and shows a white flag, it will 
be the first time that we ever ran from 
a fight. 1 believe the issue is a legal 
one and I have no doubt of the out- 
come. Georgia had a right to do 
what it did, and the census bureau 
will be forced to recognize that right, 
in my Opinion. There is no doubt 
in my mind but that successful re- 
sistance can be made.”

Area an Incorporation. 


He declared that the area which 
Atlanta seeks to have listed is an in- 
corporation under the laws of the 
state of Georgia and that every legal 
requirement has been met, declaring 
“there is no legal distinction between 
Atlanta and Augusta as a city.” 

The communication insists that if 
Dr. Steuart lists the population of 
cities at all or if he gives out the 
population of principle cities of the 
nation at all that Atlanta should be 
listed as it is entitled to be under the 
laws of the state of Georgia. 

In summing up the sitwation, Mr. 
Russell sets out that he is glad it is 
Dr. Steuart’s policy to publish data 
that meets as far’ as. possible the 
wishes of local organizations, the 
state, city and county government. 

“I can assure you that so far as 
T am able to find, all such organiza- 
tions desire that you recognize the act 
of the general assembly of this state 
and that you publish the population 
of Atlanta and there’ will be for- 
warded to you official requests to do 
so,” the letter said in conclusion.

SYRACUSE, N. Y.. Sept. 1.—(4)-— 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, de- 
clared in an address here today that 
“those who manage and own indus- 
try, those who control and administer 
the affairs of government and those 
who work and are represented by men 
of their own choosing will be well 
nigh guilty of moral and criminal 
negligence if they permit society to 
be intermittently exposed to the dead- 
ening and destroying effects of cycli- 
cal periods of unemployment.” 

Speaking at the State fair, the la- 
bor leader urged establishment of a 
secured annual wage earners’ income 
as a guard against poverty and suf- 
fering during such periods. 

Declaring that the celebration of 
Labor Day without attention to ‘the 
overshadowing problem of unemploy- 
ment’ was impossible. Mr. Green said 
industry: was partially idle because 
the consuming market cannot absorb 
mass production. He said ‘no serious 
effort had been made to deal with the 
problem of. technological unemploy- 
ment or to extend assistance to the 
victim of mechanical displacement 
and that only by meeting this prob- 
hlem could the nation hope to main- 
tain every human being as a consum- 
ing unit.

vocated fixing a limit upon the taxing 
power of the counties. 

“May I call to your attention the 
fact that in more than a hundred 
speeches delivered in as many coun- 
ties, and in many newspaper articles, 
I have advocated that very thing in 
no uncertain language? I have long, 
appreciated the danger of allowing 
counties, and cities, to levy taxes for 
whatever might seem at the moment to 
be advisable. There are entirely too 
many taxing agencies. The federal gov- 
ernment taxes us for this and that. 
The state comes along with another 
set of tax laws. Then the counties 
follow and the cities complete the 
cycle. Too often one or more of these 
taxing agencies fail to take into ac- 
count what the others have already 
done. The result is a tax burden that 


“IT have promised throughout this 
campaign to advocate just what you 
recommend in your editorial. I have 
also pledged myself to prevent any 
increase in-state tax for any purpose. 

“County tax limitation is, of course, 
unpopular with a certain element of 
county officials. But the great ma- 
jority of county officials are awake 
to the seriousness of the situation and 
have the welfare of their communities 
sufficiently at heart to offer no ob- 
jection to even a severe limitation. 

“May I also call your attention to 
the fact that my campaign has been 
one of extreme frankness? I have ad- 
vocated the things my experience has 
shown io be advisable, and have paid 
absolutely no attention to the political 
result. My election or defeat will be 
just an incident if I can rouse the 
people to such an extent that they will 
put a stop ta this ‘governing by the 
rule of politics; dangling the bait on 
a long pole and‘slipping the idea from 
behind.’ Mercenary politicians and 
selfish politics must no longer control 
the business of the state of Georgia.

John N. Holder gave out a state-

| “Governor Hardman has issued a 
recent statement in which he seeks 
to place the responsibility for our 
current state debts,” the statement 
said. “He seeks to fasten some re- 
sponsibility on me, by obstructive tac- 
tics. It is so ridiculous to charge 
me with responsibility since I was 
not in the house or the senate and 
had no veto power, that this part of 
his statement is dismissed. One thing 
in the governor’s statement is siguifi- 
cent. He says, in reference to pay- 
| ing the state's debts, that ‘every sug- 
| gestion, save one, made by the can- 
| idates for governor to relieve this un- 
fortunate situation—seems impracti- 
cable and impossible.’ Everyone as- 
/sumes, of course, that the “Carswell 
_tag.tax plan fs the one approved by 
the governor. This identifies the gov- 
ernor as an active participant in this 
rampaign. It identifies him with 
George Carswell in the scheme to 
raid the highway treasury for funds 
to pay off the debts accrued during 
the Hardman administration. 

“This distressing need of school]

PUTTING AUTOS OUT OF USE. 


A proposal in North Carolina to 
increase the gasoline tax from 5 
cents to 6 cents per gallon, as in 
Georgia, South Carolina and Florida 
—the only states in the Union that 
have a 6 cents gallon tax—has been 
firmly opposed by Chairman Dough- 
ton, of the state highway commis- 
}sion. He holds that no more taxes 
should be exacted from automobile 
and truck users in the state. 

The gasoline tax looks to the 
average legislator like such easy 
and lots of money that he is dis- 
posed to pile it on ad libitum, be- 
cause the automobile owner must 
have gas or garage his useless ma- 
chine. Gasoline is advertised in At- 
lanta at 19 cents per gallon for lower 
grade and 21 cents for best, and 6 
cents of that price is state tax, or 
nearly one-third of the sales price. 
That is the highest rate of taxation 
imposed upon any property or privi- 
‘lege anywhere imthe United States. 

Since the raising of the gasoline 
tax in this state from 4 cents to 6 
cents per gallon, the average cost 
of owning and operating an auto- 
mobile is $57.43 per annum. It 
costs more in only two states of the 
nation, Nevada and Florida. The 
average cost in Georgia is composed 
of $37.86 for gasoline, $12.67 for 
registration and license fees and 
$6.90 for property tax. 

The gasoline tax for the last year 
produced from the 4 cents rate 
$6,664,466.07, and for that part of 
the year when the 6 cents rate ap- 
plied $3,215,544.88, the total com- 
ing to $9,880,010.95. This year 
the 6 cents tax prevails and the re- 
turns should be greatly larger, while 
the tag taxes of this year collected 
up to August 15 amounted to $4,- 
365,663.60 and should go over 
$5,900,000 by the end of the year. 

Clearly the automobile owners of 
the state have a strong argument 
against any further tax burdens 
being put upon them. Otherwise 
they may have to sell their machines

Changing 
Sentiment. 

While popular sentiment in Europe, 
and especially in France, was once in- 
clined to push admiration for America 
and things American to the point of 
idolization, a great many Americans 
traveling in Europe this summer have 
come to the disagreeable realization 
that a marked change in the geferal 
European attitude toward America 
has set in. There are even pessimists 
among observant travelers who go so 
far as to believe that the present re- 
action might ultimately swing in a 
direction altogether away from admira- 
tion. The Paris press alone, once ‘so 
full of praise for America, lauding 
our lead in_ technical perfection, 
praising our business efficiency and

While the more outspoken among the 
writers have not yet ceased to level 
their most biting shafts of criticism at 
this piece of legislation, there are oth-

The Notable Career of Kimball. 


_It would be impossible to write the 
history of the rise and development 
of Atlanta from the post-war period 
up to the end of the last century with- 
out just and adequate detail of the 
great services rendered in the city’s 
resurrection by Hannibal I. Kimball. 

He came to Atlanta in 1868 from 
Connecticut. He was largely a stranger 
to most of our citizens, though some 
of them, my father among them, had 
been patrons of the Kimballs in New 
Haven, who conducted before the War 
Between the States the largest car- 
riage-building factory in the United 
States. 

It was H. I. Kimball himself who 
conceived and put in operation the 
manufacturing of carriage parts to be 
sold and shipped to carriage makers in 
all parts of the country. 

His intention in coming to Atlanta 
was to establish in this city a factory 
to manufacture those parts for south- 
ern carriage builders who were short 
of commercial credits in the north and 
east. 

* * * ” 
From Factoring to Building. 


On settling in Atlanta, and being a 
republican in politics, his first con- 
tacts were naturally with the leaders 
who were then in control of the poli- 
tics of the state. They were ex-Gov- 
ernor Joseph E. Brown, Governor Bul- 
lock, Ed. Hulbert, Foster Blodgett, 
William Markham, Jonathan Norcross, 
Needum L. Angier, John C. Peck and 
others who might easily be named. 

Seeing the city ragged and dis- 
heveled from the effects of the Sher- 
man effort to burn it off the conti- 
nent, Kimball, who had the most 
strongly promotive yen of any man 
I have ever known, concluded he could 
hest serve the people and commend 
himself to them by building things 


that would signalize the city’s new 
birth. 

He started by organizing the build- 
ing of the old H. I. Kimball house, the 
largest hotel south of the Potomac. 
He was looked upon as crazy for erect- 
ing a hotel “fifty years ahead of the 
city,” but that was exactly his idea, 
and in less than a year it was a paying 
institution. 

“ ax * 
Always With a Vision Ahead. 

The old H. I. Kimball became the 
toursst, commercial and _ political 
headquarters of the city, and almost 
for the state. It was burned down in 
1883 and the ashes were not yet cold 
before Kimball was organizing to 
build the better new H. I. Kimball 
House, which is still onerating. 

He built the H. I.. Kimball Opera 
House, corner of Marietta and For- 
syth streets, and before it was fin- 
ished leased it to the state to house 
the capitol functions, General Meade 
having ordered the state government 
here because the people of Milledge- 
ville, the old capitol, announced 
strongly that they did not want “a 
damned Yankee military government 
set up there.’”’ Consequently the con- 
stitutional convention of 1868 located 
the capital of the state at Atlanta 
and Kimball then sold his opera house 
for a state capitol building. 


Halved For Us the State Fair. 

Atlanta, back in the ’50s, had put 
up a state fair here and Fair street 
got its name from the fairgrounds lo- 
cated on that road where the old Fair 
Street school was afterwards built. 

Kimball, in conjunction with Gen- 
eral Colquitt, afterwards governor and 
senator, who was head of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Society, built the 


“Oglethorpe Park Fair Grounds” and 
alternated the state fairs between At- 
lanta and Macon. 

In 1881 the “International Cotton 
Exposition,” largely by Kimball's pro- 
motion, was held on those grounds 
and was the first great and successful 
cotton exposition in the world’s his- 
tory. “It had a widespread and last- 
ing effect upon the industrial develop- 
ment of this city—a growth not yet 
ended.

His Faith Was Unquenchable. 

Kimball thoroughly illustrated the 
“Atlanta Spirit.” He never suffered 
his optimism to go into eclipse. He 
drove indomitably to reach his set 
goal and even if the project finally 
run into trouble, he still kept his faith 
burning und his head to the wind. ~ 

He . built here .the first steam- 
operated cotton mill in the country 
and made it a success over many ob- 
stacles. 

His name ought not to perish from 
the annals of the city for no one

DRAMA STALKS IN SOLUTION OF MYSTERY — 


Andree’s Body Reaches 


Civilization’s Outposts

SKJAER ISLAND, Norway—(By 
Wireless. )}—Sept. Dr. Gunnar 
Horn told the Associated Press today 
how two harpooners, seeking drinking 
water on bleak White Island, stumbled 
on the grim solution to the mysterious 
disappearance 33 years ago of the 
Andree aerial polar expedition. 

Leader of a Norwegian. exploration 
mission, Dr. Horn reacted this arctic 
ocean port today in his expedition 
ship, Bratvaag with the bodies of Salo- 
mon August Andree and one of the 
two men with whom he set out to 
fly over the north pole in a balloon. 

When the Bratvaag reached White 
Island last month and dropped anchor 
among the icebergs under’ its bare 
stone mountains and its great white 
peak, walruses were seen disporting 
in the frigid seas and harpooners were 
at once put to work taking their 
catch ashore, the majority set about 
preparing the walruses for food and 
two were assigned to search out a 
Stream of drinking water. 

These two walked along the great 
white silence until their eyes fell on 
a discarded tin can that seemed so 
foreign to the desolate landscape that 
they. looked farther and saw a brown 
mound. They investigated and found 
the mound to be a canvas boat, half 
buried in the snow. In the boat was 
a boathook which they picked up and 
examined. On the shaft of the hook 
they read the inscription, “Andree 
Polar Expedition, 1896.” 

_ And so, awed and almost unbeliev- 
ing, they knew that they had found 


the belated answer to one of the most 
spectacular riddles in all the history 
of exploration. 

“It was with strange feelings,” Dr. 
Horn said in a statement to the As-| 
sociated Press and the Oslo Aftenpos- | 
ten today, “we stood on the beach 
where the brave Andree and his men'| 


33 years ago ended their last ‘polar 
wandering.” ¥A 

As soon as he was apprised of the 
harpooners’ discovery Dr. Horn and 
the other officers of his expedition 
went to the place where the boat lay, 
a worn sledge beside it, and then they 
let their eyes circle about for what 
they must have both hoped and dread- 
ed io find. : 

Their search was not long. Not 
many yards from the boat and sledge 
was found a body, if indeed a skeleton 
in the fur garb of an arctie explorer 
may be called a body, laid betwee 
two mounds of earth and partially 
covered with small stones. So had 
the last rites been observed by the 
survivor or survivors for one member 
of that galla: crew. 

And somewhat farther on, leaning 
against the mountain slope, feet 
buried in the snow, was a second 
clothed skeleton. It was headless, this 
one, and yet identifiable as Andree 
himself by a monogram on thie jacket. 


In the boat were a few bones, but 
Dr. Horn and his fellow scientists 


were not able to determine whether | 


they were human and represented all 
that was left of the third member of 
the expedition. He expressed the hope 
that study of the teeth of the whole 
skeleton would reveal whether it was 
the remains of Nils Strindberg or 
Knut Frankel. 

All that they found, all the physi- 
cal agd material remnants of the ex- 
pedition which set out from Spitzber- 
gen in high hope so many years ago, 
were taken reverently to the Brat- 
vaag. Last Tuesday an attempt was 
made to land on the island again for 
further search, but high waves pre- 
vented and so the Bratvaag turned 
back toward civilization, 

From its deck the last view of the 


frozen island which had held so grim-- 


ly to its secret was the somehow eerie 


sight of a great white bear dancing 


about the cairn. of stones that Horn 
and his,men had raised to mark the 


spot where so much gallantry came at 


last to nought.

They — fought 
and strove, courageous and brave to 
the very last, as true sons of the land 


that mothered them. 


For us whose fate it is to find and 
bring home one of the great pioneers 


|of polar exploration, it has been an 
occasion of pomp and impressiveness 


that will never be erased from our 
memory. 

On the 7th of August we left White 
Island and set our course eastward 
toward Victoria Island. White Island's 
peak was visible for a long time as we 
drew away from the bleak land which 
for 33, years hid Andree and his com- 
paniogs from the waiting world. 

When we were on Victoria Island 
we could still, from its highest point, 
see White Island. It was as though 
the island would not let us go, but

| WASHINGTON, Sept. 
| Dwight Davis, governor general of the 
Philippines, in a report today to the 
secretary of war, said the year 1929 
was on the whole satisfactory for the 
people of the islands and the govern- 
ment. 


He said the prosperous condition of 
the country was reflected in increased 
revenues but there was evidence busi- 
ness would be poorer for 1930. He 
added this should cause no undte 
alarm since the government and ap- 
parently most business firms were in 
a sound position fizancially. 

The governor general said he had 
disapproved 40 bills passed by the 
Phillipine legislature. He com- 
mented that most of these showed 
signs of a lack of carefnlstudy. He 
said the legislature in some cases at- 
tempted what he regarded as an en- 
eroachment on executive powers and 
that one bill was disapproved for this 
reason, 


The report, referring to attempts in 
congress to place a duty on Phillipine 
imports to the United States, said the 
attitude of the Filipinos had been 
admirable. Davis said they depended 
on the good faith and sense of justice 
of the American people and that the 
lack of irresponsible statements was 
conspicuous. He said the islands 
had been advised to decrease the pro- 
duction of sugar because of a world 
oversupply and to concentrate on more 
desirable crops.

IS TABLED BY COUNCIL 


Body Declines To Take Ac- 
tion on Paper, Opposed 
by Millican. 


Declining to take any definite ac- 
tion on a proposal to authorize bor- 


ough council to suspend any members 
indicted by the Fulton county grand 
jury for offenses involving moral turpi- 
tude, that. body Monday afternoon 
voted unanimously to table the meas- 
ure when it was reported out of the 
ordinance committee by Councilman 
Joseph E. Berman, chairman. 

Alderman G. Everett Millican, of 
the tenth ward, author of the original 
paper, which provided for suspension 
by a majority vote of those attending 
any session of council, opposed the 
measure because it had been redrafted 
to require a two-thirds vote of those 
attending to suspend. 

He also demanded that his name as 
one of the proponents of the revised 
measure be taken from it, stating that 
the paper had been changed and that 
he did not agree to the change. 

Mr. Millican declared that he would 
offer a paper “when I can pass it,

Residential Building 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—(#)-—L. 
Seth Schnitman, chief statistician of 
the W. Dodge Corporation, says 
in an article in the Architectural 
Record that residential building is the 
key to revival in the construction in- 
dustry and, through it, recovery in 
general business. 

The extensive activity in the indus- 
try during the years after the 1920-21 
depression received its principal im- 
petus from residential building, Mr. 
Schnitman points out, but doubts that 
it will be restored to its ~rimary 
position before 1932. 

He views as_ encouraging the 
liquidation of the oversupply of hous- 


ing that followed the war, and says 
the time is apparently approaching 
when better balance between supply 
and demand may be expected. The 
stage is being set, he declares, for 
creation of large housing corporations 
rivalling many of our large industrials 
in point of size. Their principal func- 
tion will be the redevelopment of ex- 
isting centers on a reasonable rental 
basis, he believes.

FARMERS IN GEORGIA 
INGREASE LEAF SALES 


Georgia tobacco farmers last week, 
the fifth week of the auction season, 
added 3,022,808 pounds to the previous 
all-time record of 103,379,543, set the 
fourth week, bringing total sales for 
the season to date to 106,402,351 
pounds, it was announced Monday by 
the state department of agriculture. 

The average price for the five weeks 
was 9.87 for a total cash value to 
the farmers of $10,500,117.44. The 
total sales in 1929. were 90,654,245 
pounds at an average of 18.38, for 
a cash value of $16,662,622. The 1928 


sales were 85,238,053 pounds, sold at 
cents a pound, 


an average of 12.81 d 
for a cash return of $10,921,435.68. 


The 3,022,808 pounds sold during 
the fifth week of the auction brought 
a record low price for all time of 5.68 
cents a pound, for a cash value of 
$171,757.76, .as compared with the 
sales for the fifth week of 1929 of 
3,721,780 pounds at an average of 9.93 
cents a pound for a cash return of 
$369,549.73. 

The state department of agriculture 
report said that the report for the 
fifth and concluding week of the mar- 
ket was from 27 of the 59 warehouses, 
one failing to report and 31 others 
having: been closed at the end of the 
fourth week. 

Within a few days, the department 
said, a consolidated report for the 1930 
season will be issued. 

Douglas was the leader among the 
markets open during the fifth week 
in total poundage auctioned, with sales 
of 896,390 pounds at an average of 
5.83 cents a pound; Vidalia, with one 
warehouse not reporting, was second 
with 619,068 pounds at 5.08 cents a 
pound average, and Valdosta, with 
three warehouses reporting, was third 
with sales of 385,606, at a 6.54-cent- 
a-pound average, the highest average 
of the week on any one market. 

Quitman, with only one warehouse 
in operation, sold 6,622 pounds at a 
4.63-cent average, the lowest sales of 
the week on a single market. Cairo, 
with a weekly average of 4.31 cents 
a pound, was the low money market 
for the week. 

The department said that incom- 
plete reports received showed 3,122,- 
360 pounds grown out of the state was 
handled through the bright leaf belt 
auctions as compared with 2,576,966 
pounds from the same sources in 
1929 and 2,849,838 pounds in 1928. 
Florida, Alabama and South Carolina 
supplied the leaf.
